By th^e arguments^ tlje following claims that recite water adhesion for 
supportiiig a waterproof lyii<^ display should be allowed: Claims 4, 15, 16, 17, 18, 
24i 25, 26, 31, 32, 33. and 34. 

Oflier embodiments my display (Figs. 2 and 3) are supported by suction 
cups (Figs. 4A, 4B, 4Q. These suctioii cups- like the water adhesion support- make 
the display readily attachable (Page 2, Par. 2) and readily detachable on the show- 
er wall, both display isd mM remaining intact (Page 3, Par. 1). The suction cups 
also m^e the display "ecisi^^ moveable on the wall, for eye-level viewing by child- 
ieh or adults of different hfei^ts standing in the shower" (Page 3, Par. 2). These 
same remarks apply to bracket stjction cup 24 (Figs. 5 and 6, and Page 1 1 , Par. 3). 

But Thompson's charti which hangs from a metal hook (shown unnumbered, 
eg. m his Figure 1 ) is not readily atta<?hablc to a shower enclosure. The hook must 
be drilled and screwed in^ thi hard slower surface (tile, stone, glass, fibreglass). 
Nor is Thompson's hook icadily detachable with surface intact- it leaves an unsight- 
ly hole. Not being moveable without tools, Thompson's chart could not adjust to the 
eye.levels of an average femily of cMldren and adults wanting to sing in the shower. 

By these arguments* &c followaig claims should be granted: Claim 1 (and 
dependent claims) reciting a leadjly attachable support means; Qaim 3 reciting 
readly jKJve^ble and attachalfle support means; Claims 4, 15, 16. 17, 18, 24, 25, 26, 
31, 32. 33, and 34, all recitiiig water adhesion; Qaim 7 (and dependent claims) 
reciting at least one suction cup; Qaims 14 (and dependent claim 21), 30. and 36, all 
tecitmg at least one suction cup,

designed for the downpour in a shower- the equivalent of several rainstorms daily. 
In my apphcadon, "waterproof pM>er or plastic" is preferred, "laminated paper" 
bemg^altowed (Page 9. Par. 2): "Pfastic spiral binding" is preferred, 'Vaterproof 
thread, nngs, glue" and "wate^reststanr staples being aUowed (Page 9. Par. 3). All 
suction (^up designs (Figs. 4A,4B, 4C) are waterproof "vinyl" (I^e 1 1, Par. 2), 
avoiding jietal parts that might corrode. Book cOver 19C (Fig. 4C) is waterproof 
Vinyl (Page 11, Par. 2), anij t^racket 24 (Figs. 5 and 6) is waterproof "plastic or
